Lt. Green offered to allow him to contact an 



attorney if he wished to consult with one. Defendant Huff declined stating he did not like 



attorneys At no time did any officer give Defendant Huff advice as to how to proceed 



egarding the breath test At 0400 hours, Defendant Huff signed the DR-15 and elected to 
ake the breath test, administered by QFC Winkler #3823. On 02723/1 3, at 041 2 hours. 



Defendant Huff provided a breath sample of .20 grams of alcohol per 210 Liters of breath. I 



ssued the defendant the appropriate citations and forms and he was released on citation to
